THE  STOVE 


Just  before  the  razing  of  Old  Main,  this  now 
restored  Stove  was  found  tucked  away  in  a 
corner  of  the  attic  of  that  building.    The  Col- 
lege maintenance  department  painstakingly 
restored  it  to  its  original  condition.    It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  was  one  of  the  stoves  used  to 
heat  individual  rooms  in  Old  Main. 

With  the  building  of  Eveland  Hall  in  1912, 
heat  was  then  supplied  from  this  new  facility 
to  Old  Main  and  to  Bradley  Hall.  An  under- 
ground tunnel,  large  enough  to  walk  through 
and  containing  the  heat  pipes,  connected  the 
buildings. 

This  stove  is  on  temporary  display  in  Long 
Hall  until  a  permanent  home  on  campus  is

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THE  WINDOW 

During  the  demolition  of  Old  Main,  Robert 
L.  Eddinger,  director  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  discovered  a  stained  glass  window 
had  been  obscured  by  a  false  wall.    With  the 
help  of  his  maintenance  crew,  the  window 
was  carefully  removed  and  has  recently  been 
restored  by  the  college  maintenance  depart- 
ment.   The  Window  had  been  a  part  of  the 
original  chapel  located  on  the  second  floor  of 
the  center  section. 

It  is  believed  that  at  one  time  there  were 
several  stained  glass  windows  in  this  chapel, 
but  that  all  the  rest  had  been  removed  many 
years  before  and  replaced  with  clear  glass. 
This  area  of  Old  Main  was  used  as  an  audi- 
torium/chapel for  many  years  and  a  raised 
platform  was  located  directly  in  front  of  the 
covered  window.    Later,  this  part  of  the 
building  was  converted  into  office  space. 
Just  prior  to  the  demolition,  it  had  served  as 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  College.  Since 
the  walls  were  completely  paneled  inside, 
no  one  realized  that  a  stained  glass  window 
was  concealed  in  the  wall. 

C.  L.  Culler,  to  whom  the  window  was  dedi- 
cated, is  listed  in  the  1877-1878  catalog  of 
Williamsport  Dickinson  Seminary.    His  home 
residence  is  listed  as  West  Milton,  and  he 
was  a  member  of  the  Scientific  Department. 
Since  Mr.    Culler  is  listed  on  the  brass  plaque 
as  a  Williamsport  resident,  it  is  possible  that 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Culler  family  which 
owned  and  operated  the  Culler  Chair  Company. 
Many  city  residents  remember  the  giant  chair 
which  they  displayed  on  top  of  their  factory. 


It  was  located  between  the  former  Williams- 
port High  School  on  West  Third  Street  and 
the  river. 

The  restored  window  is  on  temporary  display 
in  Long  Hall  until  a  permanent  home  on  cam- 
pus is  determined.

to  raze  Old  Main,  its  first  assignment  was  to 
remove  the  Bell  from  the  West  Tower.    As 
it  was  being  lowered  to  the  ground  by  a  large 
crane,  the  cable  broke,  and  the  bell  went 
crashing  to  the  ground.    Fortunately  it  was 
not  damaged.    It  has  been  restored  by  the 
maintenance  department  of  the  College  and 
placed  on  permanent  display  in  Pennington 
Lounge  of  the  Academic  Center. 

Old  Main  was  constructed  at  three  different 
times:      the  West  wing  in  1839,  the  East  wing 
in  1850,  and  the  six-story  Central  section 
joining  the  two  wings  in  1855.    The  1839  West 
wing  was  only  two  stories  high;  the  top  two 
floors,  with  the  bell  tower,  were  added  dur- 
ing the  presidency  of  Dr.  Thompson  Mitchell 
—  1860-1869.
